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CANADA’S OFF-RESERVE ABORIGINAL POPULATION 


KEY FINDINGS 


= In Canada, most persons of aboriginal origin live outside reserves. Although the 
largest group, in absolute terms, is found in Ontario, they are proportionately more 
numerous in the western part of Canada. 


m= By Canadian population standards, the aboriginal population living off-reserve is 
quite young. In 1986, almost three persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve 
out of five were under 25 years of age. By comparison, only two persons out of 
five in the general population were in that age group. 


™ Canadians of aboriginal ancestry living off-reserve are much more mobile than both 
the Canadian population as a whole and persons of aboriginal ancestry living on 
reserves. 


= The educational characteristics of persons of aboriginal descent living off-reserve 
appear to be closer to those of the Canadian population as a whole than to those of 
aboriginal persons living on-reserve. 


= Outside Quebec, Canadians of aboriginal origin living off-reserve appear to speak 
English as often as the rest of the population; however, in Quebec, they seem to 
speak French somewhat less often than the Quebec population as a whole. 


= Relatively few persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve report an aboriginal 
language as their mother tongue; even fewer still speak one at home. 


# Although they participate to the same extent as Canadians of other origins, 
Canadians of aboriginal ancestry living off-reserve do not appear to have as much 
success in the labour market, as reflected by higher unemployment and lower full- 
time/full-year work. 


= Persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve are underrepresented in managerial 
and professional occupations when compared to the Canadian population as a whole; 
similarly, they are proportionately less numerous in the manufacturing sector. 


= Not only are there relatively more persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve 
with no income than in the general population, but those who do have an income 
earn on average substantially less.

INTRODUCTION 


According to the 1986 Census, the Canadian aboriginal’ population is composed of nearly 
three-quarters of a million individuals. Well over half a million persons of aboriginal origin 
now live off-reserve. However, even though persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve 
represent a significant minority and are more numerous than those living on-reserve, we 
know surprisingly little about their particular situation. 


The purpose of this paper is to provide an overview of various key demographic, 
socio-cultural and economic indicators to portray the situation of persons of aboriginal origin 
living off-reserve in Canada. All the data used in this report are based on the 1986 Census 
and most of them were obtained from a Statistics Canada publication entitled A Profile of the 
Aboriginal Population Residing in Selected Off Reserve Areas’. The rest has been 
extracted from the Social Trends Analysis Directorate’s Small Area Databases. These 
databases were developed in collaboration with Statistics Canada for the Department of the 
Secretary of State to allow quick, easy, and accurate data retrieval for a number of groups 
and characteristics within small geographic areas, such as Census Subdivisions. For 
purposes of comparison, the corresponding information has been included for the Canadian 
population as a whole and for persons of aboriginal origin living on-reserve. 


The text of this report is principally illustrated by a series of accompanying graphics and 
figures. A set of supplementary tables are annexed to the report. Occasionally, the 
observations in the text utilize these tables and the reader can refer to them as needed. 


In general, the data presented in this report indicate that Canadians of aboriginal origin living 
off-reserve in Canada have demographic, socio-cultural and economic characteristics which 
place them in an intermediate position between persons of aboriginal origin living on reserves 
and the Canadian population as a whole. These data thus show that further progress remains 
before their situation can compare favourably to the general Canadian population.

' In this report, the term “aboriginal" is used in a way that is consistent with the definition presented in the Constitution Act of 
1982 which includes the Indian, Inuit and Metis peoples of Canada.

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METHODOLOGICAL CONSIDERATIONS 


The data contained in this report were obtained from the 1986 Census. These estimates of the 
population of aboriginal ancestry were derived from the ethnic origin question. For purposes 
of this report, all who identified themselves as having aboriginal ancestry — uniquely or 


combined with some other origin — have been included in the Canadian aboriginal 
population. 


Readers should be aware that respondents to the Census ethnic origin question self-identify. 
Estimates of the Canadian aboriginal population may therefore be at variance with those 
derived from other sources. Another source of variance stems from data suppression and 
numerical rounding*. Lastly, 136 reserves with an estimated population of approximately 
45,000 were not enumerated by the 1986 Census and therefore no data were available for 
these reserves’. 


The tables in Appendix A are derived from two separate sources. The majority are drawn 
from special tabulations prepared by Statistics Canada in the context of the Employment 
Equity legislation. A few supplementary tables are included from the department’s own 
Small Area Databases. 


For these supplementary tables, the areas defined by Statistics Canada as the Census 
Subdivisions — C.S.D.’s — were used to distinguish between persons of aboriginal origin 
living off-reserve and persons of aboriginal origin living on-reserve. Indeed, aboriginal 
reserves are clearly defined by C.S.D. boundaries. On-reserve residence includes both the 
aboriginal population residing on reserves and those residing on aboriginal settlements°. 
Persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve are those who live outside those areas. 


3 Data suppression and numerical rounding — which are meant to protect confidentiality — result, in some cases, in totals not 
adding up. Suppression is the more acute problem, particularly with smaller populations, such as in the Atlantic provinces. 


4 There were 136 reserves with incomplete Census enumeration in 1986. This resulted in no data being collected for the 
estimated 45,000 inhabitants of these reserves. This is a sizeable figure given the enumerated on-reserve total is approximately 
160,000. For additional information, see Ellison, 1986 Census: Final Population and Dwelling Counts For Indian Reserves 


and Settlements, 1987. 


5 An Indian reserve refers to land, the legal title to which is vested in Her Majesty, that has been set apart for the use and 
benefit of an Indian band and that is subject to the terms of the Indian Act of 1985. Indian reserves are usually excluded from 
local jurisdiction and are administered by the Department of Indian and Northern Affairs Canada. 

An Indian settlement refers to places, identified by the Department of Indian and Northern Affairs Canada for statistical 
purposes only, where a self-contained group of at least ten Indian people reside more or less permanently. Indian settlements are 
usually located on Crown lands under federal or provincial jurisdiction. They have not been set apart for the use and benefit of an 
Indian band as is the case with Indian reserves. 


4 A STATISTICAL OVERVIEW 


How MANY CANADIANS OF ABORIGINAL 
ORIGIN ARE THERE AND WHERE Do THEY 
LIVE? 


In Canada, most persons of aboriginal origin live 
outside reserves. Although the largest group, in 
absolute terms, is found in Ontario, they are 
proportionately more numerous in the western part of 
Canada. 


# In 1986, about three-fourths — about 73% — of the Canadian aboriginal population 
were living outside reserves. More specifically, there are approximately five hundred 
and fifty-two (552) thousand persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve in Canada out 
of a total enumerated population of aboriginal ancestry of over seven hundred and eleven 
(711) thousand and an estimated forty-five (45) thousand aboriginal people not 
enumerated but living on-reserve’. 


m™ In the Territories — Yukon and Northwest Territories combined — virtually all 
Canadians of aboriginal origin are living off-reserve — 98%. The proportion living off- 
reserve is smallest in Saskatchewan and Manitoba, with respectively 65% and 68% of all 
persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve. 


= The largest block of persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve reside in Ontario — 
about one-quarter of the total or one hundred and forty-one (141) thousand. The 
Atlantic provinces, the Territories and Saskatchewan each have less than 10% of the 
Canadian aboriginal population living off-reserve. 


= However, proportionately more persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve reside in 
the Western provinces and the Territories than is the case for the Canadian population as 
a whole. As a comparison, the Western provinces and the Territories combined include 
59% of Canadians of aboriginal origin living off-reserve and 65% of those living on- 
reserve, but only 29% of the total Canadian population. 


= Persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve represent approximately two percent of the 
total Canadian population, while the share of the aboriginal population living on-reserve 
is less than 1%.

How OLD ARE CANADIANS OF ABORIGINAL 
ORIGIN LIVING OFF-RESERVE? 


In 1986, almost three persons of aboriginal origin living 
off-reserve out of five were under 25 years of age. By 
comparison, only two persons out of five in the general 
population were in that age group. 


= Persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve are, on average, substantially younger 
than the Canadian population as a whole. Their age structure is, however, similar to the 
Canadian aboriginal population living on-reserve. For the off-reserve group, 57% are 
under 25 years of age. The corresponding figures are 38% for the Canadian population 
as a whole and 60% for persons of aboriginal ancestry living on-reserve. 


m As can be expected, the difference in the share that the older age group represents is just 
as striking. Whereas 10% of the total population of Canada was 65 years and over in 
1986, that age category represents only about 2% of the Canadian aboriginal population 
living off-reserve and 5% of those living on-reserve. 


m The dependency ratio’ for persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve — 62 per 100 
— is about halfway between the corresponding ratios for the aboriginal population living 
on-reserve and the total Canadian population, which are 76 per 100 and 46 per 100 
respectively. 


= Because of this age structure, the dependency ratios of persons of aboriginal origin are 
significantly more youth-biased than the general population. As a result, as the current 
youth generation of aboriginal Canadians ages and enters the labour market, employment 
and job expectations will likely become an even more critical policy issue. 


” The dependency ratio is a ratio of the dependent (i.e. with virtually no wage-earning potential) population to the 
independent (i.e. with wage-earning capabilities) population. The term dependency implies that those in the former population 
require some support, either directly or indirectly, from those in the latter. In this case, wage-earning potential is approximated 
using the working age. Thus, the ratio is calculated by dividing the combined total of those aged O - 14 and 65 and over by 
those aged 15 to 64 years. The result is then multiplied by 100 to obtain a ratio per 100. 

In mathematical terms, it can be represented using the following formula: 
Total Population (0 - 14)+(65+) * 100 
Total Population (15 - 64) 
A dependency ratio greater than 100 indicates that there is more than one dependent for each adult of working age.

AND HOW MOBILE ARE ABORIGINAL 
CANADIANS LIVING OFF-RESERVE’? 


Canadians of aboriginal ancestry living off-reserve are 
much more mobile than both the Canadian population as 
a whole and persons of aboriginal ancestry living on 
reserves. 


= With a proportion of 61% of those aged 5 years and over having moved to a different 
dwelling between 1981 and 1986, the Canadian aboriginal population living off-reserve 
appears to be much more mobile than either aboriginal persons living on-reserve or the 
total Canadian population; the corresponding figures are 38% and 44% respectively. 


= Alberta and British Columbia have proportions of Canadians of aboriginal ancestry living 
off-reserve who have moved which are higher than the national average; it is in the 
Atlantic provinces that the proportion is the lowest. 


# The proportion of migrants among movers is similar for both persons of aboriginal 
origin living off-reserve and the total Canadian population at 44% and 45% respectively. 
By comparison, only 25% of all movers within the aboriginal population living on- 
reserve are also migrants. This is not very surprising considering that they are unlikely 
to change reserves — a must in order to be considered a migrant by the Census 
definition. In fact, many of these migrants are probably “returning residents”. 


* Non-Movers are “persons who, on Census Day, were living in the same dwelling they occupied five years earlier”. 
Movers are “persons who, on Census Day, were living in a different dwelling than the one they occupied five years earlier”. 
Non-Migrants are “movers who, on Census Day, were living within the same Census sub-division (C.S.D.) they resided in 
five years earlier”, 
Migrants are “movers who, on Census Day, were residing in a different C.S.D. or outside Canada five years earlier” 
[Census Canada 1986 Dictionary, Statistics Canada, 1987:40]

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AND WHAT ABOUT EDUCATION? 


The educational characteristics of persons of aboriginal 
descent living off-reserve appear to be closer to those of 
the Canadian population as a whole than to those of 
aboriginal persons living on-reserve. 


= 35% of persons of aboriginal origin aged 15 years and over and living off-reserve have 
some type of post-secondary education — with or without a diploma — compared to 
43% of the Canadian population as a whole and only 18% of the aboriginal population 
living on-reserve of the same age group. 


# On the other hand, one person of aboriginal origin aged 15 years and over and living 
off-reserve in five — 21% — does not have Grade 9 education. This compares to more 
than two in five — 44% — for those of aboriginal ancestry living on-reserve in the same 
age group and only one in six — 17% — for the Canadian population as a whole of the 
same age group.

How MANY SPEAK ONE OR BOTH 
OF CANADA’S OFFICIAL LANGUAGES? 


Outside Quebec, Canadians of aboriginal origin living 
off-reserve appear to speak English as often as the rest 
of the population; however, in Quebec, they seem to 
speak French somewhat less often than the Quebec 
population as a whole. 


= Outside Quebec, nine persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve out of ten — 91% 
— speak only English as an official language. This compares to 88% of the overall 
Canadian population living outside Quebec and 94% of the aboriginal population living 
on reserves outside Quebec. 


™ By comparison, within Quebec, 46% of all persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve 
speak only French as an official language, which is less than the 59% who speak only 
French for the total population living in Quebec, but more than the 40% calculated for 
aboriginal persons living on reserves located in Quebec. However, a large portion of 
Canadians of aboriginal ancestry living off-reserve in Quebec — 38% — speak both 
French and English. This is more than the figure for either the total population in 
Quebec — 35% — or for persons of aboriginal origin living on-reserve in Quebec — 
1376.

Relatively few persons of aboriginal origin living off- 
reserve report an aboriginal language as their mother 
tongue, even fewer Still speak one at home. 


= Only about one person of aboriginal origin living off-reserve in ten — 11% — indicates 
an aboriginal language as its mother tongue’. This compares to 45% for the aboriginal 
population living on-reserve. 


m™ Of the sixty (60) thousand persons of aboriginal ancestry living off-reserve who report a 
mother tongue of aboriginal origin, almost four in nine — 45% — state an Algonquian 
language and one in three — 34% — states Inuktitut. Among the aboriginal persons 
living on-reserve, an aboriginal language is reported as mother tongue by seventy-two 
(72) thousand people. An Algonquian language is also mentioned by 83% of this group. 


= Only about 7% of all persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve still speak an 
aboriginal language at home compared to 35% of persons of aboriginal ancestry living 
on-reserve. When compared with the corresponding figures for mother tongue — 11% 
and 45% respectively — it appears that retention of aboriginal languages is limited 
among persons of aboriginal origin living both off- and on-reserve. 


= For aboriginal Canadians living off-reserve, Inuktitut is the most common aboriginal 
language spoken at home, with 46% of all those who speak an aboriginal language, and 
this is followed by the Algonquian languages with a proportion of 36%. For aboriginal 
persons living on-reserve, the Algonquian languages largely predominate among those 
who still speak an aboriginal language at home. | 


° The concept of mother tongue is defined in the 1986 Census as “the language which was first learned as a child and 
which is still understood by the respondent”.

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How ARE ABORIGINAL CANADIANS LIVING

MARKET? 


Although they participate to the same extent as 
Canadians of other origins, Canadians of aboriginal 
ancestry living off-reserve do not appear to have as 
much success in the labour market, as reflected by 
higher unemployment and lower full-time/full-year work. 


= Overall, persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve have a labour force participation 
rate'° which is virtually the same as the Canadian population as a whole — respectively 
65% and 67% of those aged 15 years and over. This proportion is much higher than for 
aboriginal persons of the same age group living on-reserve at 43%. The labour force 
participation rate of Canadians of aboriginal origin living off-reserve is also higher than 
the population as a whole in the provinces of Quebec, Ontario and the Atlantic region. 


= Slightly more than two out of every ten people in the aboriginal population living off- 
reserve and participating in the labour market — 21% — were unemployed at the time 
of the 1986 Census. Among persons of aboriginal origin living on-reserve, the 
unemployed accounted for more than one-third — 35% — of all individuals in the 
labour market while it was only one-tenth — 10% — for the Canadian population as a 
whole. 


= Unemployment statistics for Canadians of aboriginal origin living off-reserve also appear 
to reflect regional trends. Ontario has the lowest rate and the Atlantic region has one of 
the highest rates. 


= Almost two aboriginal Canadians living off-reserve out of every five in the labour force 
— 39% — are working full time and full year compared to three in five — 60% — in 
the Canadian population as a whole. 


'0 The labour force is defined as “persons who were either employed or unemployed during the week prior to enumeration. 
Data are available for persons fifteen years of age and over, excluding institutional residents” (Census Canada 1986 Dictionary, 
Statistics Canada, 1987:63). The participation rate is the number of persons in the labour force as a percentage of the population 
aged 15 years and over. The unemployment rate is the number of persons who are unemployed as a percentage of the labour 
force. 

The reader should bear in mind that Statistics Canada’s definitions of labour force participation and unemployment were not 
explicitly developed with native populations in mind and this may limit the validity of this data for these groups. For example, 
trapping and hunting may sustain an individual's existence but these activities would not be considered as labour force 
participation if the products that result from them are not traded in a market

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How Do DISTRIBUTIONS BY OCCUPATION AND 
BY INDUSTRY COMPARE? 


Persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve are under- 
represented in managerial and professional occupations 
when compared to the Canadian population as a whole, 
similarly, they are proportionately less numerous in the 
manufacturing sector. 


= Persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve are distributed among occupations” in a 
way which is similar to the Canadian population as a whole. The major difference is 
that aboriginal Canadians living off-reserve are under-represented in office-related 
occupational categories — managerial and administrative, professional, clerical and sales 
— 45% in all compared to 54% — and overrepresented in most other categories. 


= By comparison, fewer aboriginal persons living on-reserve appear to find themselves 
working in office-related occupations — 25% — while a higher proportion are occupied 
in primary occupations — fishing, mining, etc. — and construction-related occupational 
categories — respectively 14% and 15% compared to 8% and 8% for persons of 
aboriginal origin living off-reserve. 


# Although their distribution by industry is somewhat similar, Canadians of aboriginal 
ancestry living off-reserve are still employed in slightly higher proportion than the 
Canadian population as a whole in the primary sector, which includes agriculture, 
fishing, logging and mining — 9% compared to 7% — and the service or tertiary sector 
— 78% compared to 76% — and less often in the manufacturing sector — 14% 
compared to 17%. 


"' The data on the occupational composition is based on what is referred to as the “experienced” labour force. More 
specifically, the experienced labour force is “devised by deleting from total labour force those unemployed persons 15 years of 
age and over who have never worked or who worked only prior to January 1, 1985.” (Census Canada 1986 Dictionary, Statistics 
Canada, 1987:18).

AND WHAT ABOUT INCOME? 


Not only are there relatively more persons of aboriginal 
origin living off-reserve with no income than in the 
general population, but those who do have an income 
earn on average substantially less. 


One out of every six persons of aboriginal origin aged 15 years and over and living off- 
reserve — 18% — had no income in 1985, compared to one in eight in the Canadian 
population as a whole — 13% — and one in four among persons of aboriginal origin 
living on-reserve — 24%. 


Of all persons of aboriginal origin living off-reserve and earning an income in 1985, 
51% earned less than $10,000. This was a substantially higher proportion than the 
corresponding figure for the Canadian population as a whole — 39%. By comparison, 
68% of the aboriginal population living on-reserve and receiving an income earned less 
than $10,000. 


Saskatchewan, the Territories and Manitoba had the highest proportion of all persons of 
aboriginal origin living off-reserve in the less than $10,000 income category — all three 
regions had proportions close to 60% — and the central provinces had the lowest 
proportions — both Quebec and Ontario had a proportion around the 45% mark. 


Eighteen percent of all those of aboriginal origin living off-reserve with incomes in 1985 
earned more than $25,000. This was a substantially lower proportion than the 
corresponding figure for the Canadian population as a whole — 26%. Only 7% of those 


of aboriginal ancestry living on-reserve and receiving an income earned more than 
$25,000. 


Half of Canadian families of aboriginal origin living off-reserve — 50% — had incomes 
of less than $25,000, while only about a third of Canadian families of all origins — 31% 
— were in the same income category. The corresponding figure for families of 
aboriginal origin living on-reserve was almost three-quarters — 70%. 


Saskatchewan and Manitoba had the highest proportion of Canadian families of 
aboriginal origin living off-reserve with incomes below $25,000 — respectively 64% and 
58% — while Ontario had the lowest proportion — 39%.

CONCLUSION 


We have examined, in this document, the situation of the Canadian aboriginal population 
living off-reserve. More specifically, we have compared a number of demographic, social 
and economic characteristics of this population with the corresponding characteristics for 
both the Canadian population as a whole and the aboriginal population living on reserves 
The picture is inevitably incomplete, but it points the way to an information requirement. 
which has been almost completely forgotten in the past. 


We have shown that Canadians of aboriginal origin living off-reserve are slightly younger on 
average than the rest of the Canadian population. The educational, linguistic and labour 
market participation characteristics of Canadians of aboriginal ancestry living off-reserve are 
closer to those found in the total Canadian population than their on-reserve counterparts. 
However, the success of aboriginal Canadians living off-reserve in contributing to their full 
potential to Canadian society and the economy also appears to be limited, as shown by the 
higher unemployment rates and lower income patterns, which could be partly explained by 
their somewhat lower education profile and their younger age profile. 


In concluding this report, it seems appropriate to remind readers of the limitations associated 
with the data used in the report. As with any other group, the situation of aboriginal peoples 
is extremely dynamic. Trying to get a picture of a particular segment of the Canadian 
population using data which are now dated is akin to trying to imagine the end of a movie 
after having seen only the beginning. Inter-regional, inter-occupational and inter-industrial 
mobility have probably been relatively high, especially during the current recession. This 
factor, in conjunction with the small size of the Canadian aboriginal population, should 
encourage us to be cautious and to use sound judgment when interpreting these data. 


Thus, it is suggested that the data presented in this report can really serve only as temporary

The term dependency implies that those in the former population 
require some support, either directly or indirectly, from those in the latter. In this case, wage-earning potential is approximated 
using the working age. Thus, the ratio is calculated by dividing the combined total of those aged O - 14 and 65 and over by 
those aged 15 to 64 years. The result is then multiplied by 100 to obtain a ratio per 100.

A dependency ratio greater than 100 indicates that there is more than one dependent for each adult of working age.
